Deaths" -MacArthur 
has landed on Luzon and (he piv­ 
otal battle of the war of the P a­ 
cific has been .joined. 
With consummate audaciousness 
the 
American 
commander 
has 
flung an army ashore on Lingayen 
Gulf near the same spot employed 
bv the victorious Japanese when 
they 
invaded 
the 
Philippines 
three years ago. Ile hit straight 
for the strategically logical point 
of entrance, as Nippon's own Gen­ 
eral Momma, 
conqueror 
of 
the 
Philippines, predicted the Ameri­ 
cans would have to do. 
Tokyo says 
we 
have 
landed 
PO.OOO troops from the TO-inile- 
long convoy of 
80 
ships 
which 
( rawlcd across the open waters 
like a huge sea-serpent to chal­ 
lenge what might 
have 
been 
a 
desperate defense on the beaches 
The fleet entered the gulf umleY' 
the protection of a terrific air and 
naval barrage, and contrary to e x ­ 
pectations encountered small re­ 
sistance. A^ a result we quickly 
established a 15-mile beachhead 
and pushed rapidly inland to give 
the position the depth necessary 
for security. 
Thus 
the 
MacArthur-Nimltz 
brotherhood has made a fine b e­ 
ginning of this crucial operation. 
Tt likely is far better than they 
had dared hope 
for, 
since 
they 
must have expected to encounter 
greater enemy resistance in the 
air and from shore batteries and 
to have to fight up bloody beaches. 
However, w e 
shouldn't 
make 
the mistake of assuming that b e­ 
cause the initial landing was easy, 
this is the gauge of the fight to 
come. This closing phase of tile 
battle of the Philippines bids fair 
to be long and sanguinary. For the 
first time in the Pacific conflict 
w e have two big 
armies 
facing 
each other in territory which is 
sufficiently open so that there can 
be a full scale war of movement. 
The Japanese are powerfully set 
for the clash, and m ay be expect­ 
ed to make a last-ditch stand for 
this island one of the keystones of 
their war structure. Their light 
resistance against our landing may 
have been due in part to doubt as 
to just where MacArthur expect­ 
ed to put his main force ashore. 
However, it’s not unlikely that 
General 
Yamashita. 
the 
enemy 
commander, 
decided 
he 
would 
serve his interests 
better 
if 
he 
didn't try to defend the beaches 
under what he knew would be an 
absolutely annihilating barrage of 
bombs and shells. 
W e may be sure that Yamashita 
has his plans for counter-attack. 
And he’s a soldier of great capa­ 
bilities. as witness his sensational 
conquest of the Malay peninsula 
and Singapore. MacArthur is up 
against a foe who is worthy of his 
steel and one who 
is 
bound 
to 
battle to a finish 
for 
this 
vital 
base. 
As this column has tainted out 
before, the Jap war-lords can't 
long run their 
fighting 
machine 
without possession of tile Philip­ 
pines. With Luzon in our hands 
w e shall have a base which domi­ 
nates the 
Japanese 
life-line 
to 
their East Indies supplies, and 
which will enable us to strike by 
air and by sea at the China coast, 
the powerful 
naval-air 
base 
of 
Formosa and the Japanese main­ 
land itself. 
So the honor of the Mikado is 
in Yamashita’s hands. While the 
Jap commander may be expected 
to put up a terrific fight, he is up 
against one handicap which in it­ 
self is enough to beat him in the 
long run. He will be virtually cut 
off trom (%’tside supplies, if this 
hasn’t already been accomplished, 
and so will be dependent on what 
resources he already jJossesses. 
As MacArthur points out, the 
Americans have closed the Japa­ 
nese 
back 
door 
for 
supplies. 
Henceforth, too, the 
U. 
S. 
and 
British 
fleets 
undoubtedly 
will 
maintain an air-tight blockade to 
cut Yamashita off from the out­ 
side world. 
Add to this the fact that Mac­ 
Arthur 
knows 
the 
Philippines 
militarily as probably 
no 
other 
m an does, and Yamashita's goose 
is cooked.

sequence of history ’s most 
terrible 
war. 
There are stubborn, 
recurrent 
tropical 
fev ers. 
To combat these Brig. Gen. 
Frank 
T. 
Hines, Adm inistrator of V eterans’ Affairs, 
recently established a special medical ad­ 
v isory group in the Veterans’ A dm inistra­ 
tion. The group includes leading author­ 
ities in all special field* of medicine. They 
will study new problems rising out of this 
war, adv ise on procurement of competent 
personnel 
for the administration and co­ 
operating agencies. 
This n e w group is another ex ample of 
the 
V eterans’ 
Adm inistration's 
zealous 
discharge of its duties. 
But the best ef­ 
forts which it can giv e 
can 
only 
repair 
-ome of w ar’s damages. For many 
it 
can 
only minister, not cure, as the 
war 
be­ 
comes a dim memory , 
but 
suffering 
and 
sorrow remain.

The Problem of Diet in Certain Diseases 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M D. 


A C O N ST A N T problem with 
the modern scientific dietitian is j 
how to fu rnish a balanced diet for 
those patients who have diseases

which are controlled largely by 
limitation of foods. For instance, 
diabetes. 
The diabetic patient is req u ired 
to redu ce and limit the amou nt of 
starch, su gar and carbohydrates. 
So he is lik ely to a s k —“ I have been 
told tha t I shou ld get 
a daily su p­ 
ply of vitamin C ou t of orange 
ju ice or other fru it ju ices, and a 
daily su pply of vitamin B from 
cereals or whole wheat or certain 
vegetables, bu t here 
I 
am not 
allowed to tak e fru it ju ices be­ 
cau se they are so largely com­ 
posed of pu re su gar, and I am for­ 
bidden cereals and bread, so where 
do I stand 
The difficu lties are more a ppa r ­ 
ent than real, bu t still confu sion is 
lik ely to exist in the patient's 
mind at first. 
The situ ation is even more com­ 
plicated when dealing with chil­ 
dren with su ch chronic diseases as 
diabetes, nephritis, allergy and 
heart trou ble becau se we not only 
have to k eep the child sn ordinary 
nu tritional balance, bu t also allow? 
for growth. 


Don’t Starve Child 


The mistak e that the meal plan­ 
ner is most lik ely to fall into is 
not to give 
a child enou gh food— 
not to su pply enou gh calories. An 
average adu lt of 150 pou nds at 
ordinary activity can get along 
with 1500 to 2000 calories. An ac­ 
tive boy of five will u se 1500 cal­ 
ories and by the time he is ten 
he will be u sing 2500 calories. The 
peak of caloric req u irement ie 


abou t sixteen for boys or girls 
when 
they u se u p ab.iu t 
4000 
calories. No wonder they eat bt- 
tween meals; natu re tells them to. 
I say the difficu lty of su pplying 
this to the child with a chronic 
*hsea« e is more appa rent than real 
becau seibe disease of childhood in 
which caloric restriction is most 
lik ely to be imposed is diabetes 
and when insu lin i« brou ght in as 
part of tr e atm e nt any amou nt of 
calories and any k ind of food 
may 
be tak en. 
The protein req u irement of chil­ 
dren is higher than ad u lts—na t ­ 
u rally becau se protein is the ele­ 
ment of which flesh is made and 
the child is growing. An adu lt 
needs from one to two grams of 
protein per pou nd of body weight, 
bu t in a child from the ages of 
eleven to fifteen the req u irement 
is two to three times that. This 
problem affect.^ the conscientiou s 
meal planners with children with 
k idney and heart disease, bu t it 
may be remembered tha t Dr. S ha t­ 
tu ck , of Harvard, u sed to say to 
the 
dieticians— “ The 
patient 
is 
more important than the disease." 
Enou gh protein for growth won’t 
hu rt k idney and heart disease!.

good except du ring the acu te ex­ 
acerbation of the diseases. 
The v itamin problem solv es it­ 
self in these day s of
